than a place of shelter. It is still the 
keystone of the nation, tbe plsce 
where those qualities win. Ii make for 
good citizenship ure developed, and 
therefore it Is worthy of all tbe 
thought, all the Intelligent planning 
and the noblest feelings that can be 
brought to It. The true home should 
reflect tbe character of the people who 
inhabit it, and above all else it should 
be of such a uuturu as to bring out 
the ticst there In In each individual 
beneath its roof. And a borne in the 
true sense of the word can and does 
do thla. 

Thing. Not to Do. 

Some of the most glaring faults lu 
borne furnishing are tbe commonest, 
those committed thoughtlessly or per- 
hups. to be more exact, those prompt- 
ed by the dlctutcs of fasldou. It Is so 
much easier very ofteu to put into our 
homes and wear on our persons, even 
to put Into our manner, those things 
which fashion says arc, right rather 
thau to adopt th. se things which suit 
our own Individuality . environment 
and needs. 

Just because fashion states that a 
certain kiud of wall paper, u certain 
color lu carpets or certain styles In 
furniture are the "luteal" aud "new- 
est" Is no reason In the world why 
they should be put into your homes 
they will be suitable there. Vet 
auy tituea the decree goes forth 
aud Is followed blindly, with tbe re- 
sult that beauty, liarmouy uud repose 
are qualities totally Iguored In many 
homes. Some one has aald: "The 
world la full of beautiful things if one 
has uiouey to buy them. Tbe world Is 
also full of ugly thlugs-tblugs fslse 
In srt. In' truth und beuuty. They are 
tbiugs made to sell with only this Idea 
behind them." 8o do uot be tempted 
by tbe too common expression. "It ia 
the very latest style," wbeu buying 
furnlshlugs for your home or wearing 
apparel for yourself unless the "very 
latest tblug" bu 
It j to recommeud It 

To hsve something like every one 
else is also another fault 
house furnishing That Is one Pi 
why so muuy country houses try to 
reproduce ou a cheaper scale tbe city 
home aud why there are so uiuny uu 
attractive homes lu smaller towus and 
country places. Iguoruuce of or In 
difference to color aud color harmony 
la another cauae for lack of beauty In 
furnishing 

Again, pictures, furniture, ornaments 
aud everything else sre brought Into 
our home without a thought of artl- 
riea already there The new and tbs

of the houses built forty or 
fifty years ago have ceilings too high 
to express real comfort. A room 10 
by 11! feet with a twelve foot cell- 
lug bns the appearance of being ex 
tretnely uarrow, while a room tbe 
same size with a nine foot celling may 
give a real cozy effect. What Is to be 
done wlib the high ceiling? The slm 
plest way out of the difficulty is to 
cheat the eye into forgetfulneaa of 
those extra three feet. This can be 
done by using horizontal lines In tbe 
wall decoration. Either tbe ceiling pa 
per can be brought down on tbe wall 
to tbe distance of three feet, tbe up 
per part of the wnll may be finished 
a frieze, or three feet at the 
may lie covered with 
paneling, then six feet of I 
'. finished with a narrow picture 
molding und Jolnlnpr the celling paper, 
which has been dropped three feet. 
Any of these methods will give tbe 
Impression of a lower celling. 

Herders have their place in wall dec- 
oration, but they should not be used 
In rooms with low ceilings. Such a 
room should be dec. ruled with striped 
paper and have the wall covering ex- 
tend close up to the angle formed by 
the celling, und here the picture mold- 
ing is put on Never use wide stripes 
or large designs of any kiud on a small 
room, uud bear lu mind that simplicity 
In design uud color Is n good rule to 
follow lu wall decoration, as well aa 
in auy part of house furnishing. 
Good and Bad In Wall Covering 
The owner of a new house Is in 
.-in. el to leave the walls uudecorated 
for ihe tirxt few months at least after 
the house Is .'iiiislied His reason may 
be the added expense of decoration, or 
he may think he prefers tbe plain 
while wall Just for Its simplicity and 
becuuse it is sanitary If the walls 
have beeu finished with 
white surface it Is mor 
eiery one will weary of tbem lo a 
short time Ptakl white walla give tbe 
feeling of Ultig shut lu a box, a. If 
there were a limit to .pace. A .mooth 
white surface also tires the eyes. Not 
so the rough plasters, which ure quite 
generally used nowadays. And If to 
tbe plaster has been added a little 
color, a blut of gray or deep cream, tbe 
effect i. satisfying for a long time. 
Indeed, for almost auy room lu tbe 
bouse, with tbe possible exception of 
tbe reception room or parlor, thla 
rough surface simply tinted makes a 
most desirable wall finish. Tbe smooth 
wall may be decorated in almost any 
color with ■ no i n, i ne or urn res,-... giv 
lug a pleasing tiackground for pictures 
Whatever tbe wall decoration, It 
should be choseu with relation to the 
lighting of the mom; also to tbe fur 
nlslilngs. 

If tbe floor covering has cousidera 
uud color, then tbe wall 
have but one tint, and If tbe 
are figured aguln be I 
• lint color for tbe 
Among the chief objections to wsll pa 
|mt ure the exaggerated designs and too 
taagdeuous colors, which are common 
iu moat of them Tbe size of tbe room 
snd tbe kind of floor coverlug should 
largely determine whether the wall 
should be decorated with a paper hav 
Ing a pattern or a plain dealgn. It la 
io much easier to err ou tbe aide of 
,oo much deslgu than too little that 
unless you are sure of your knowledge 
»f color combination It Is generally 
better to keep to plain effects.

SAND At A FERTILIZER. 



' Many Jokes are made at the ex 
penae of farmers who use fertiliser* 
of low grade, which contain sand or 
some similar substance as a filler. The 
fertiliser manufacturer puta sand In 
iow grade fertllltera simply to make 
weight la order to give fartuere the 
type of fertllltera they demand. Under 
ordinary condltlona It la of no value 
Arid yet It haa been found that aand 

«. added to certain typea of aoll Is 
of the beat aubatances for Increaa 
Ing the yield. Dr. Illlgard. of (alitor 
inls. In a aerlea of experiments on a 
latlff clay aoll used varloua fertllltlng 
materials to find their effect on crot 
, production. Nitrogen, phosphorus and 
2 potassium, when applied by them 
1 salves or In varloua comblnatlona. al 
waya Increaaed the yield. But Dr 
Illlgard found that the largest yield 
waa secured when the clay waa dl 
, luted with an equal weight of 
no fertiliser applied. The 
,of sand did not Increase the yield b» 
oauas It added any plant food. In 
•lead, the plant food waa diluted one 
Sail by the application of aand What 
It did do waa to make the soli a more 
favorable place tor root growth. The 
otay waa too stiff and the aoll particles 
vera ao close together that the roots 
could not force their way easily 
through the soil. Thla doea not mean 
.that It would pay to apply sand as a 
fertiliser, for It would hare to ha put 
on In rather large quantities to have 
jany effect. Ths amount of aand that 
I might be used as a filler In a fertiliser 
I would not have any effect whatever 
The physical aide of ths aoll Is si 
Important as ths chemical. We need 
mora organlo matter and coarse stufl 
plowed under In onr eolle so ss to 
loosen them up snd give tha roots 
a chance to develop. — Firman K Bear, 
College of Agriculture, Ohio State Unl 



Tops for tables and cablneta must 
be free from cracks, easy to keep clean 
and, It poaslble, uninjured by heat. 
Bare boards are too hard to keep clean 
>o appeal to the modern housekeeper. 
Many use table oil cloth, which Is 
readily cleaned and Is sanitary; thla. 
however has the disadvantage ot being 
easily destroyed by hot veaaela aet on 
It or by cutting with a knife. An oil- 
cloth, therefore, does not laat long, and 
It will be found cheaper In the long 
run to get a more permanent cover. 
Zinc can be bought In sheets I by 7 
for $1.60 and. when carefully put on, 
makes a good top that lasta for years 
Zlno la eaally dented, however, and Is 
acted upon by acids and alkalies, ao 
that unless great care la taken It soon 
becomes unsightly. Kitchen tables and 
cabinets are now offered for sale that 
have apertal preparation tops, wblch 
are In moat cases satlafsctory. They 
usually add from 16 to $7 to the coat 
Nothing la better, however, than mar 
ble, and a top of gray marble, one Inch 
thick, can be purchased to fit any or 
dlnary table or cabinet for $5 or

months. Then there would be no new 
lufectlona— that is to say, no new re 
nuts would Join the hisikworma now 
inhabiting human Intestines. As the 
worms will not multiply In tbe bowels 
old age would overtake those now liv- 
ing, so that within about ten years - 
their life perils! all will have died of 
old age. If this plan could lie carried 
out It would take only ten years to 
eradicate the disease completely.
